NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

All defenders of Biblical revelation will be glad to read in this month's 
Vincteenth Cmtary a powerful defence of the tirst chapter of Genesis from the 
pen of Mr. (jladstone. He seems to us to have chosen a foeman seares ly worthy 
f his stecl inthe somewhat superticial book of M. Reville: But his essay is a 
-otnarkable instance of the versatility, erudition and argumentative force of the 
Premier. It is curious to find the leader of the advanced party in politics 
taking up an ultra-conservative position in Biblical criticisinand defending the old- 
fachioned position with arguments which, it must be confess d, are also rather 
old-fashioned. | Dut it is still more curious to see the leader of one of the two 
yreat parties of the State in the midst of atime of intens political excitement, 
standing aside from the political battle and delivering his soul on a Biblical pro- 
blem. Truly if the Jews are the people of the Book, Englishmen may fairly 
claim to share the title. 


The Roumanian Government has played its grand coup. Foiled in its 
attempts to.coerce rertiticates of good character, so to speak, from the oppressed 
° in order that it might be cleared in the Cyes | f Lurope, ind of Eng! ind 
especially, the Government of King Charles has decreed the expulsion of a batch 


Jews 


of Jewish journalists who. were‘instrumental in giving publicity to the persecu- 
tion endured by their coreligiocists. This determined stroke may prove success - 
ful, for a time at least, for neither Jewish nor friendly Christian journalists will 
venture to publish news which may bring upon them, t in order of expu 


But the Government of Roumanian is grossly mistaken if it imagines 
persecution to which the Jews are subjected will henceforth remain altogether a 
sealed book. Means will eventually. be found, as they have been before, for 


circuniventing the Roumanian disciples of Machiavelli. 
| 


The expulsion of the Jewish publicists, some of whose names are given in 
another column, is a measure which concerns the Jews in Roumania as much as 
it affects the persons especially interested. They are all Roumanians except one. 
The exception is M. Arinand Lévy, who was a candidate for Paris at the recent 


General Election in France. His case may well become an important one, since 


hia ex: .lsion, if not in accordance (as it hardly can be) with law and treaties, 
gives the Government of the French Republic the right, and imposes on it the 
duty, of taking some ste pinthe matter. Dr.Schw irtvfeld, who isa lawyer, is f ditor 
fthe Frat } nitated. i Jewish journal publish: d it Bach irest in the vern cular, ind 
i'so edits a Jewish annual entitled Annuar Pentru Isracliti. Both these pu blica- 
tions, the weekly newspaper in particular, have. been foremost in describing 
the numerous acts of official /ppression and outrage which have occurred in 
various parts of the country. The most prominent as well as the most 
gifted of the exiles is Dr. Moses Gaster, This gentleman; who is unofficially 
connected witn the University of Bucharest, has been held in the highest 
consideration by the dominant party, and was even received atCourt. It is but 
a very few months since he was the hero of an incident unique in the annals of 
-ontemporary Roumanian history. Dr. Gaster delivered a lecture’ on a 
natn nal subject in the Hall of the Upper House of the Legislature, 
and had for his audience all that was brilliant and noble in the capital, including 
the King himself who sat upon the throne and was surrounded by nearly the 
entire Cabinet... That such a man should be forced to quit the scene of his useful 
labours is nothing short of a national calamity. There “can be.no 
doubt that Dr. Gaster and his proscribed colleagues were lulled into 
false security through the unlimited freedom enjoyed by the Roumanian press. 
to publish statements damaging to the Government, which would not otherwise 


have seen the light. We regret that the Ministers did not adopt the counsel of 


anine anti-Jewish politicians and publicista, who urged them to arraign the 
Jewish journalists for high treason. The Government is, however, wise in 
its generation, Kince “a public trial would only have proved the truth of the 
allegations. 


One of the stock charges which anti-Semitic agitators were so fond of 
repeating during the prevalence of the movement was that the political press on 
the Continent is largely in the hands of the Jews. It will come asa surprise 
to many to hear that to a certain extent this is true in no less a country than 
Russia. We are told that in the Russian Empire the officious journals, and even 
the official Government Me ssenger, if they are not actually edited by Jews, have 
on their respective staffs numerous Jewish publicists, who contribute the majority 
of articles. The most striking instance is to be met with in the case of M. 
Katkoff’s (the well-known Slavophil) influential newspaper. the Moscow Wiedo 
"ost, which is loyally devoted to the Government. The Chief Editor of this 
journal, who for many years has been M. Katkoft’s right land, is actually Presi- 
dent of the Jewish community in Moscow, and most of his collaborators are like- 
wise Jews. 


The etatement that Mr. Arthur Cohen. 0.C., M.P.. had sold the remainder of 
the lease of the late Sir Moses Montefiore’s bouse in Park Lane tothe Duke of 
Weetminster is inaccurate ; but the house has been relinquished to the Duke two 
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or three months before possession could have been enforced in order to facilitate 
extensive alterations which his Grace contemplated making. “Atlas” states in the 
World that the house is designed by the Duke asa residence for his daughter- 
in-law, the Countess of Grosvenor, and it is clearly a recommendation on the 
score of healthiness at least, to any dwelling to hive been so long inhabited as 
was this by the revered phi'anthropist, whose letters were for so many years 
dated from “ Grosvenor Gate.” The prin ipal pictures and works of art were 
re Wove d to Mr. Arthur r lence before thi Tem ind: r were disposed 
of by auction. 


With the renewal of an agitation for improved services in the synagogues, 
if not bye to rk i if out of the hooks of our Parisian reli- 
ligionists. In Paris asin London, the attendinze at the synagogues on Sabbath 
mornings has greatly diminished of late years. But whilst we have not sought to 
compensate for this drawback by investing another service of the day with 
greater importance and solemnity, our Parisian brethren have acted more sensibly. 
Ten years ago an improved Mincha Service for the winter Sabbaths was intro 
duced; and the innovation was so successful that the magnificent Temple in the 
Rue de la Victoire is attended on Saturdays by a thoroughly representative con- 
gregation. One greit feature of the service is the sermon of the Chief Rabbi 
of Paris. M. Zidoc Kahn asuilly selects one theme for the entire series of dis- 
courses. This year he has chosen the Book of Psalms, a subject which lends 
itself naturally to his eloquent and erudite oratory. 


The Central Committee at Berlin of the Dentsch [sraelitische Gemeindebund 
has initiated a work, the fruits of which will, without doubt, be of the utmost 
interest It has called into existence a Historical Committee, whose task it 
will be to study the history of the Jews in Germany. The committee has been 
ch iT pre d to Cc lle t and arrange for this purp sé the 1) iter! | which al) unds in 
mediwval historiographical and original sources, in the important “ Memorbuche,” 
which throw so much light on Jewish history, and in the “ Responses,” of the 
Rabbis. These materials are to be critic lly worked out and publishe d in the 
German language. The committee consists of three J: wish and three Christian 
members. The former are Dr. Breslan, Professor of Mediwval History at the 
University of Berlin (President) ; Dr. Baerwald; Director of the High Jewish 
Schoolin Frankfort : and Qr. Ludwig Geiger, Professor of History at the Berlin 
University. The three non Jewish members are, Privy Court Councillor Dr, 
Stobbe, Professor at the Leipsic University (Vice-President) ; aod Professors 
Wattenbach and Weizsicker, Members of the Royal Prussian Academy of 
Science. In order to make the work as complete as possible, the Committee are

”” A favourite theme with Statisticians is the higher fecundity, in many coun- 
tries. of Jewish over Christian women. In Prussia, however, this is no longer 
the case. The latest report of the Royal Prussian Statistical Bureau makes 
it clear that although from 1820 to 1850, the number of births among the Jews 
exceeded that among Christians, since the year 1850 this order of things has 
been reversed. But in spite of thisdiminution as regards the Jews, or probably 
for thisvery reason, more Jewish children in Prussia survive the tirst year of 
their age than ‘the off-spring of parents belonging to the Protestant and Roman 


Catholic religions. 


During the rule of the notorious Turcoman ulventurer; Yakoob Beg, over the 
provinces of Kashgar and Y irkand, which he seized from China in 1858, four 
Jewish families of Bokhara removed from that place and settled at Kashgar, 
with the object of carrying ona trade in silks, jewels and precious metals, 
Yakoob Beg gave a hospitable reception to the immigrants, and. assigned to 
them in a suburb of Kashgar two houses with gardens, as their places of abode. 
[In 1869, two other Jewish families arrived from Khokand, thereby enabling the 
colony toform asmall congregation. They erected a small. wooden synagogue , 
which at the same time served as a school for the young, as a Suceah on the 
Feast of Tabernacles, and as a place for the mannufactare of Passover. cakes. 
Ten years later Kashgar was invaded by the Chinese, who appointed a Governor. 
Recently, however, an Imperial decree has converted the province of Kashgar 
into a Vice-Royalty, and has introduced therein a Chinese Administration. The 
Jews were then required on the birthday of the Emperor Hyang-su to appear at 
the Government House, and there to perform the ceremony of “ tschotau.” This 
consists of throwing one’s sclf on the ground nine times before the statue of the 
Emperor, and as such a ceremony is repugnant to the Jews, and, as moreover, 
they have been coerced to send their children to the Chinese pagan school, the 
Jewish inkabitants of Kashgar have turned their backs upon that city, and have 
taken up their residence in the Russian province of Tashkend. The harsh laws 
by which the Jews in Russia proper are governed, have not yet been introduced into 
the Empire's acquisitions in Central Asia ; otherwise the voluntary exiles from 
Kashgar would have little cause to congratulate themselves on their transfer- 
ence from Chinese to Russian domination. 


MONTREAL.—On the 21st ult..the foundation stone was laid of a new syna- 
gogue which is being erected in McGill College Avenue, Montreal, for the English, 
German, and Polish Congregation. The synagogue will be the largest one in Mon- 
treal, and will possess seating accommodation for 350 worshippers. The cost will 
be $30,000, of which $12,000 have been subscri€ed. The ceremony of laying the 
stone was performed by Mr. John E. Moss, Pre-ident of the congregation and an 
address was delivered by the Rev. Mr. Friedlander, the Minister.
